However, even 
assuming the correctness of applicant's position, for the sake of argument, and considering applicant's arguments (next to last 
par., pg. 11, remarks), the ability to allegedly prevent understeering before it can occur presupposes a model of understeering - 
such as that referred to in said paragraph and the specification.
